Thoven the excellency of our laws, 
and the benevolence of the national charac- 
ter, ſeem to have made a proviſion for 
almoſt every ſpecies of diſtreſs to which the 
poor are liable, yet ſituations will ſome- 
times ariſe, which the moſt active and 
watchful charity could not at firſt foreſee. 
The children of ſoldiers, ſailors, and 
other indigent perſons, bereft of their pa- 
rents, at a diſtance from relations, and too 
young to afford the neceſſary information 
reſpecting ſettlements, are often left deſti- 
tute of protection and ſupport, at an age 
when they are incapable of earning ſub- 


. B ſiſtence, 
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ſiſtence, and contending with the dangers 
which ſurround them. 


Females of this deſcription are in a pe- 
culiar manner objects of compaſſion, and 
have alſo a double claim to the care of the 
humane and virtuous, from being not only 
expoſed to the miſeries of want and idleneſs, 
but, as they grow up, to the ſolicitations 
of the vicious, and to all the dreadful con- 
{ſequences of early ſeduction. 


This CuARIT y owes its origin to that 
vigilant and active Magiſtrate, the late Sir 
Joun FIELDING, who had long obſerved, 
that though the laws of this kingdom had 
provided a pariſh ſettlement for every per- 
{on, by birth, parentage, apprenticeſhip, &c. 
yet many caſes continually occurred in 
which it was with difficulty that ſuch ſet- 
tlements could be aſcertained. He there- 
fore propoſed the plan of an As Lu for 
deſerted Orphan Girls, which was approved 
of by many noblemen and gentlemen, 
* ſolicitous to remove, as far as they 

could, 
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could, this ſource of female wretchedneſs; 
and, at a meeting held on the 1 3th of May, 
1758, the houſe now occupied was hired 
for that purpoſe. 


By the exertions of thoſe who firſt encou- 
raged the eſtabliſhment, and of others who 
have continued to proſecute the plan with 
the ſame unremitting ardour, their bene- 
volent intentions have been rewarded with 
the moſt ſignal ſucceſs. 


The generous and diſcerning public have 
beſtowed the means, which have proſpered 
in the hands of the Guardians ; by whoſe 
care two hundred deſerted females are daily 
ſheltered and protected from vice and want, 
ſupplied with food and raiment proper for 
them, and taught whatever can render them 
uſeful in their ſtation, or comfortable and 
happy in themſelves. Carefully inſtructed . 
in the. principles of religion, in reading, 
writing, needlework, and houſhold buſineſs, 
and trained to habits of induſtry and regu- 
larity, a ſupply of diligent and ſober do- 

Am. meſtics, 
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meſtics is provided for that public, which, 
by its contributions, has ſo nobly acquired 
a right to their ſervices. 


The laws and regulations at firſt made for 
conducting the buſineſs, and promoting the 
advancement of this CHARIT Y, have un- 
dergone conſiderable changes, from the 
time of its firſt eſtabliſhment to the preſent 
year, 1789; and when any of theſe have 
been found inadequate to the end propoſed, 
or, from change of circumſtanees, have be- 


come obfolete, they have been occaſionally 
altered or cancelled. 


The promoters of this CHariTy, at its 


firſt inſtitution, came to the following reſo- 
lutions 


I. That the ſubſcribers for its . be 


denominated Guardians. 


II. That the general -· and principal direc- 
tion of the affairs of this CH ARI v be veſted 


in a meeting of the Guardians, to be called 
a General Court.

III. That the buſineſs in detail ſhall b: 
more immediately in the management of a 
Committee, annually to be appointed for 
that purpoſe by the ſaid General Court. 


GENERAL COURT. 


I. That ſuch General Court ſhall meet at 
the ASYLUM, on the four following ſtated 
quarterly-days, to wit, the ſecond Thurſday 
in January, the firſt Thurſday in April (ex- 
cept the ſame falls in Eaſter- week, then on 
the Thurſday following) the firſt Thurſ- 
days in July and October in every year, of 
which meetings notice is to be given by 
public advertiſements, and to the Members 
of the Committee by letter from the Se- 
cretary, 


II. That ſuch General Court ſhall conſiſt 
of a Preſident, fix Vice-prefidents, a Trea- 
ſurer and Secretary, and any number of 
Guardians who may chuſe to attend, where-

of ſeven at leaſt muſt be preſent to form a 
Court. ; 


III. That the powers of ſuch General 
Court ſhall be unlimited and univerſal, with 


reſpect to the government of the CHARIT v, 
in framing and paſſing, from time to time. 
all ſuch rules and orders as ſhall be deemed 
neceſſary for the due regulation of the ſame, 
in any, and every reſpect whatſoever.

General Committee nominated from the 
liſt of Guardians, at every General Quar- 
terly Court in April, which Committee is 


to conſiſt of at leaſt twenty in number, any 


five of whom ſhall be ſufficient to form a 
Board, and be competent for the tranſacting 
of buſineſs; ſuch Committee to meet on 


Thurſday in every week, at the Aſylum, 


at eleven o'clock in the forenoon, or oftener

That the ſubordinate officers, or 
immediate ſervants of the Houſe, are not to

RESPECTING MONIES. 


I. That all the monies received by the 
Treaſurer ſhall be immediately lodged in 
the hands of ſuch Banker or Bankers of the 
CHARIT V, as the Committee for the time 
being ſhall direct, and an account of the 
balance in their hands be reported by the 
Treaſurer, or in his abſence, by the Secre- 
tary, to every Committee. 


II. That there ſhall be four Truſtees 
elected by the General Court, in. whoſe 


names all monies to be placed in the public 
= Funds ſhall be veſted ; and into whoſe names 


alſo all legacies or donations of Stock ſhall 
be transferred; and that whenever any Truſ- 
tee ſhall die, or chooſe to reſign, then an- 
other Truſtee ſhall be elected in his room at 
the next General Court, and new transfers 
made into their joint names.

I. The Minutes of the preceding Com-

HE is to receive all monies for the benefit 
of the CHarITY, and pay the ſame im- 
mediately iato the hands of ſuch Bankers,

Committee. 


CHAPLAIN. 


He 1s to read prayers and preach a ſermon 
twice every Sunday throughout the year; 
VIZ. at a quarter paſt eleven in the forenoon, 
and a quarter paſt ſix in the afternoon ; 
and on the firſt Sunday evening in every 
month publicly to catechize the children, 
to read prayers to the whole family morn- 


ing 
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ing and evening, to ſuperintend the con- 
duct of the family, and to promote, by 
every means in his power, the benefit of 
the CHARAITY. He is alſo to adminiſter 
the Sacrament in the Chapel of the Aſylum 
on the ſecond Sunday in every month, on 
Chriſtmas-day, Good Friday, Eaſter - day, 
and Whit Sunday in every year, unleſs pre- 
vented by ſickneſs or any other reaſonable 
cauſe, from the performance of the abov 

duties. 


N. B. Apartments are allotted within the Houſe at 
preſent for the Chaplain and his family, in order that 
the children may have the' more immediate benefit of 
his inſtruction and example, and that he may ſee the 
regulations of the Guardians duly attended to at all 
times ; and that ſuch Ladies and Gentlemen as ſhall 
viſit the CHARITY, may be induced, by a proper re- 
ception and repreſentation, to become contributors 
thereto, 


SECRETARY: 

He is to attend all meetings of the Guar- 
dians either at General Courts or Commit- 
tees, to take down the minutes, and pro- 
duce

duce them fairly entered in the minute 
book at the enſuing meeting ; to take un- 
der his care, all books, papers, and ac- 
counts; to ſummon Committees by letter; 
to receive contributions or ſubſcriptions for 
the Treaſurer, and enter them in the mi- 
nute book at the next meeting; to report 
all material obſervations made by the ſub- 
ſcribers, and to direct all neceſſary enqui-

They are to attend when called upon, 
and one of the Surgeons is to examine the 
children previous to their reception, and to 
ſign the uſual certificate. 


APOTHECARY. 


He is to attend 'when called upon, and 
to furniſh all ſuch medicines as the Phyfi- 
cians may think neceſſary to preſcribe.

He is to attend the Chapel in perſon dur- 
ing divine ſervice on Sundays, and on ſuch 
other particular days as may be required, 
and is alſo to inſtruct the children twice a 
week in pſalmody.

To ſee that the children are always kept 
neat, clean, and decent, and to accompany 
them to Divine Service, and viſit their rooms 
before ſhe goes to bed. She is alſo daily to 
attend to the ſtate of their health; when 
ſick, remove them to the Infirmary ; give 
notice thereof to the Gentlemen of the Fa- 
culty ; treat them with tenderneſs and hu- 


manity, and report their behaviour occaſion- 
ally to the Committee. 


To ſee that the Houſe, Offices, and Fur- 
niture, be kept clean; the children's appa- 
rel duly taken care of ; the beds regularly 
made, and the linen properly got up.
